LEGISLATIVE  UPDATE 

Honoring  Lincoln  High  School  CIF  Division  II  Baseball 
Champions

On  May  30th,  the  Lincoln  Tigers  defeated  Cesar  Chavez  Learning  Academies  in  San  Fernando 
(3-0)  at  LA  Dodger  Stadium  to  clinch  the  Division  II  championship.  The  Lincoln  Tigers  had  an 
impressive  baseball  season  with  a league  record  of  8 wins  and  2 losses,  becoming  Northern 
League  Champions  (first  time  since  1993).  Their  overall  record  was  15  wins,  6 losses,  making 
them  CIF  Division  II  LA  City  Champions  (first  time  since  1935).  This  was  accomplished  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  baseball  program  does  not  have  a school  baseball  field.  All  practices  are  held 
at  City  parks.  These  players  are  not  only  outstanding  athletes,  they  also  excel  in  the  classroom 
by  attending  2 days  of  tutoring  prior  to  practice  to  achieve  a higher  grade  point  average.  Coach 
Joe  Romero  and  his  coaching  staff  are  all  Lincoln  High  School  alumni  and  former  players. 
Congratulations  to  the  entire  Lincoln  Tigers  team  and  community.

Voting  Against  Ban  on  Street  Vending

On  Wednesday,  Councilmember  Cedillo  voted  against  banning  street  vending  in  sidewalks  and 
at  parks.  Councilmember  Cedillo  has  for  some  time  been  the  lone  voice  on  this  matter,  but  this 
week  he  picked  up  support  from  Councilmembers  Huizar  and  Price,  who  also  voted  against  the 
measure.  The  issue  in  question  is  not  whether  a permitting  process  should  be  put  in  place.  The 
issue  lies  with  the  punishment  outlined  for  vending  (misdemeanor),  which  Councilmember 
Cedillo  believes  is  too  harsh.  The  consequences  of  imposing  such  a punishment,  could  bar 
undocumented  street  vendors  from  being  able  to  apply  for  citizenship.

Today,  Councilmember  Cedillo  introduced  two  motions  to  preserve  affordable  housing,  and  held 
a press  conference  to  make  the  announcement.  The  first  motion  instructs  the  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development  Department,  HCID,  CAO  and  CLA,  to  provide  a report  with 
recommendations  to  the  CRA/LA  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  allocate  Excess  Bond  Proceeds 
to  preserve  affordability  covenants  within  Council  District  One.  CD1  could  potentially  gain  over

The  second  motion  instructs  HCID  to  report  back  on  its  preservation  efforts  as  it  pertains  to 
expiring  HCID  subsidized  mortgages  and  project  based  section  8 contracts,  along  with  an 
outreach  plan  for  the  preservation  of  these  units.

On  Tuesday,  Councilmember  Cedillo  joined  our  City  Engineer  Gary  Lee-Moore,  and  Public 
Works  Commissioner  Heather  Repenning,  for  the  ribbon  cutting  of  the  North  Main  Street  Bridge. 
The  North  Main  Street  Bridge  was  built  in  1910  and  was  identified  as  one  of  the  first  three-hinge 
arch  rib  bridges  constructed  in  the  southwestern  United  States. Since  then,  it  has  served  several 
businesses  to  the  east  and  west  and  has  provided  a vital  and  important  link  to  Chinatown  and 
Downtown  Los  Angeles.  After  many  decades,  in  1977  the  bridge  sidewalks,  original  railing,  curb 
and  gutter  were  replaced.  Years  later,  the  bridge  was  designated  as  a Category  1 bridge  by 
Caltrans,  and  as  such,  was  mandated  by  the  State  of  California  to  be  retrofitted  to  meet  seismic 
standards.  The  renovation  of  the  bridge  started  on  October  of  2012  and  today  after  an 
extraordinary  job  done  by  the  Bureau  of  Engineering,  Department  of  Transportation  and  other 
City’s  departments,  we  are  here  a few  years  later  celebrating  the  completion  of  this  grand 
project.

L.A.  Prep  is  the  first-of-its  kind  production  center  for  small/medium-sized  food  businesses  - the 
home  for  53  local  food  producers  and  the  great  non-profit  social  enterprise,  the  “L.A.  Kitchen”. 
Mott  Smith  and  Brian  Albert  of  Civic  Enterprise  conceived  the  idea  and  converted  a 56,000 
square-foot  former  warehouse  into  a thriving  food  production  space.  Conceptualized  in 
partnership  with  County  of  L.A.  Department  of  Public  Health  as  a unique  public  private 
partnership  creating  a new  regulatory  scheme  for  this  first-of-its  kind  shared  food  production 
facility,  and  financed  through  public  and  private  funds,  L.A.  Prep,  when  full,  will  provide  up  to  300 
jobs  in  L.  A.’s  booming  culinary  field.

He  was  joined 
by  a representative  from  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  an  immigrant  rights  attorney,  and  a 
father  that  has  attained  a driver’s  license  for  the  first  time  in  his  life. 

LAPD  NE  Division  Needs  Your  Help 


The  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  Northeast  Area  homicide  detectives  are  asking  for  the 
public’s  help  in  identifying  the  suspect(s)  responsible  for  the  death  of  a man  found  bludgeoned. 

On  Monday,  July  27,  2015,  around  3:25  p.m.,  Northeast  Area  patrol  officers  responded  to  a radio 
call  of  “Ambulance  Man  Down”  at  the  4700  block  of  North  Figueroa  Street  in  Highland  Park. 
When  the  officers  arrived  they  discovered  a male  Hispanic,  40-45  years  of  age  with  multiple 
head  injuries  in  a stairwell  leading  up  to  the  pedestrian  bridge.  Los  Angeles  Fire  Department 
Paramedics  responded  to  the  scene  and  pronounced  the  victim  dead.  Detectives  do  not  have  a 
motive  for  this  brutal  crime  and  there  is  no  suspect  information.
